A pianoforte Is peculiarly suscep- 


tible to atmospheric changes, and If 
quickly affected by damp or draught. 
For this reason an upright planoforta 
should never b« put asalast an outer 
wall, or one recently built, or be per 
mltted to block a doorway. If aa In- 
ner wall be cot available the instro- 
ment should be placed at an acgla 
to the wan. so as to Jut partly out 
Into the room, a position which has 
many advantages, notably In singins, 
The presence of damp 1s generally 
first noticeable by tha notes contin- 
uing to sound after the fingers have 
been lifted from the keys, or by a 
general baa when th« Instrument If 
played. Later the keys will stick 
down, or return slowly Instead of 
quickly to their 
normal positions. 


When this happens; the action shonlif 
b« lifted out aad'laid In front of a 
fire for several hours. Afterward bea 
zice should be worked Into the cen 
ten of the hammer shanks and znor 
able parts; but this must be don« 
away from the fire and la dayliskt, 
as benzine Is . highly 
Inflammable.
